In- 
stead of the offender openly acknowl- 
edging his sin he. persists in holding 
up his head among the rest, unwill- 
ing to humble himself and so far as 
possible making the wrong right. 


(4) Finally an unforgiving spirit 


produdces unbridgable chasms in the 
spiritual area of service.
